About 2*0 units of an unidentified type of aircraft equipment were scored 
on large shelves in the hangars on tiic western border of the Lvov air- 
field (24°0' I E/49 0 50 , L), Ukrainian SLR (see Attached sketch). The sets ob-

The wing butts and the rudder assembly are probably to maintain tne gliding 
ab!3ity%md the course of the apparatus after its release; tne wire will, 
open the cap as soon as the drag has pushed the rudder assembly back to a spe- 
cific position, 

b. This type of container may be used for chemical warfare or filled with 
incendiary agents, but many other kinds of utilization are also possible 
(dropping of supplies and anus, etc . ).
